Odes*a. July I - Without fir 
g a gun 
or in.iking the slightest show of resist­ 
ance. the mutineer* on the Kniax Po- 
temke hauled down the red flag and 
Surrendered the battleship to Vice Ad­ 
miral Kruger’s squadron, which arrived 
hen ut noon Friday. 
It was an anx- 
ous moment for odessa, as the squad­ 
ron of five battleships and seven tor- 
pedoboatS with their (few * at quarters 
ami their decks 
cleared for 
action, 
steamed within range of the Kiting Po* 
temktne. the flagship flying this m es­ 
sage "Yield or be sunk." 
The display of fo.ee was too over­ 
whelming for the m utineers and all 
thought of resistance was abandoned. 
The admiral ordered the Katerina II 
to place a crew on hoard the Kniax 
Potemktnp and the other vessels of the 
squadron Immediately sailed away. The 
mutineers will be transferred to the 
Etkerlna IT. which Is now lying along 
side the Kniax Pntemklne, and will be 
taken to Sebastopol. 
The mutinous n e w of the Kntuz Po- 
temklne capitulated unconditionally to 
Vice Admiral Kruger’s squadron. 
E x­ 
actly what happened during this day 
of dramatic surprises Is, to a great ex­ 
tent, a m atter of conjecture, aided by 
binoculars. 
After the shots the Kniax Potemklne 
fired before midnight nothing further 
happened. 
Anxious Odessa woke to 
find the Black Sea squadron lying off 
Langeron point and everyone w as ex­ 
pecting a naval fight. 
The city was 
like an armed camp. 
Troops barred 
all the approaches to the harbor and 
were bivouactng In tents In Cathedral 
square, and four batteries of artillery 
well supplied 
with 
ammunition has 
been placed in the park at Langernon. 
The populace, astir at dawn, rapidly 
availed Itself of every house top or 
em inence commanding a view of the 
harl>or. The Knlaz Potemklne w as soon 
steam ing to meet the squadron ex­ 
changing signals as

Then to the astonishm ent of all Ad­ 
miral Kruger's five battleships passed 
out of sight and the excitement of the 
town grew Intense. At noon the squad­ 
ron returned In line abreast and was I 
now accompanied by several torpedo- 
boats and torpedoboat destroyers, 
Again the Knlaz Potem klne start. I 
to meet the vessels and another raj Id 
exchange of signals took place. 
The Knlaz Potemklne was seen lo he 
clearing for action and the squad!, n 
to be maneuvering tit battle array, con­ 
tinually signaling, until the rebel bat­ 
tleship .ay midway between the shore 
mfd the squadron, with her broadsides 
pointed respectively towards the town 
and the squadron as lf threatening to 
shell Odessa should she he attacked 
by Kruger’s ships. 
In addition to his 
seem ing reluctance to destroy so fine a 
battleship. Admiral Kruger w as appar­ 
ently animated by a desire. In case he 
should be compelled to open fire, to 
fight further seaward. Later the squad­ 
ron was observed t o send ten boatloads 
of m arines towards the Knlaz Potem ­ 
klne. apparently to take possession of 
the mutinous ship, for It soon became 
known that the battleship had surren­ 
dered unconditionally after vainly de­ 
manding am nesty.
